lawful for the Lord Lieutenant by any Order in Council to declare that the communication over 
such portion of distance shall be by means of steamers instead of by means of a light railway, and 
in such case the promoters of the light railway may include in their undertaking the maintenance 
of such line of steamers, and may purchase or hire and work steamers and construct piers and do 
all other things necessary for establishing and maintaining the carriage of traffic thereby, and in 
every such case the terms ‘ light railways ’ and * undertaking ’ respectively, shall for the purposes 
of the Tramways (Ireland) Acts and this Act be deemed to include such communication by steamers. 
Provided always that when such authority is given to a railway company the Order in Council 
shall only be made on fulfilment of the conditions and subject to the restrictions in this Act specified 
in reference to an Order in Council giving authority to a railway company to raise as capital an 
additional sum of money” — (Mr. O' Doherty). — Brought up and read the first time. —Question, 
That this clause be read a second time, —put, and negatived. 

New Clause, — “ Every presentment for a guarantee under this Act by a barony or baronies shall 
be limited, so that, iu the event of a barony being called on to pay and having paid in any one year 
any sum for completing, maintaining, or working any such undertaking, such sum shall in that year 
be set off against and treated as payment of interest on any such guaranteed capital, in that year 
and in any subsequent year till the barony and baronies shall have been recouped for any such 
payment ” — (Mr. O' Doherty), brought up and read the fir3t time. — Question, That this clause be 
read a second time, — put, and negatived.
